3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the in claim 1, "a number of backs of 
the playing cards possess markings that are coordinated with the face designs found on the 
playing cards to enable formation of the different type of set based on the markings found on the 
backs of the playing cards" and in claim 2, "an outer portion identical on each card and an inner 
portion coordinated with the face designs found on the playing cards" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sines '249 in 
view of Acuff M97.

Sines discloses a pack of plying cards having a set of differentiated face designs on the 



card markings, and rules to determine a method of game play, as recited in claim 1 ; the playing 
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cards have an outer position identical on each card and an inner portion coordinated with the 
designs found on the playing cards as recited in claim 2; the pack of cards having 52 cards and 
the face designs are four suits of ace to king markings as recited in claim 4; the rules dictate at 
least that the playing card are dealt out face down in a conventional manner to each player in 
rotation as recited in claim 5. Sines does not expressly disclose a number of playing cards 
possess marking that are coordinated with the designs found on the playing cards and enable 
formation of a different type of set based on the markings found on the playing cards as recited 
in claim 1 ; the markings on each of the playing cards are selected indicia to be arranged in a set 
to of a completed poem, carton strip or a commercial product as recited in claims 3 and 7; the 
rules at least dictate that scoring during, course of game play is dependent upon a number of 
tricks a player collects at the end as recited in claim 6. Acuff teaches a number of playing cards 
possess marking that are coordinated with the designs found on the playing cards and enable 
formation of a different type of set based on the markings found on the playing cards (figure 2), 
the markings on each of the playing cards are selected indicia to be arranged in a set to of a 
completed poem, carton strip or a commercial product (summary), and the rules at least dictate 
that scoring during course of game play is dependent upon a number of tricks a player collects at 
the end. By having different markings on the cards to be arranged in different arrangement, one 
of ordinary skill in the art would be able to provide a game with word formation with 
organizational principles of poker. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the applicant's invention was made to modify Sines to include a 
number of playing cards possess marking that are coordinated with the designs found on the 
playing cards and enable formation of a different type of set based on the markings found on the 
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playing cards, the markings on each of the playing cards are selected indicia to be arranged in a 
set to of a completed poem, carton strip or a commercial product, and the rules at least dictate 
that scoring during course of game play is dependent upon a number of tricks a player collects at 
the end as taught by Acuff. To do so would be able to have the fun of a game with an additional 
result in high educational value in reading skill improvement, spelling improvement, and 
vocabulary expansion. 

Conclusion

Adams '574 discloses a deck of conventional deck of cards having at least one letter of 
the alphabet on each of the cards in order to form a word. 

Baker "528 discloses an apparatus and method for producing personalized playing card 

decks. 

Volpert "551 discloses a card game puzzle playing method. 

White "544 discloses an apparatus for playing a game particularly a simulated sports 
game having a set of cards, each card having two opposite faces carrying marking used in 
playing the game.
